Our  garden  is  not  a  large  one,  nor  grandly 
landscaped,  but  it  contains  its  quota  of  interest¬ 
ing  plants,  and  those  who  will  but  remember 
that  it  is  simply  ,a  horticultural  workshop  and 
do  not  expect  too  much  of  it  otherwise  are 
always  welcome  visitors.

Late 
spring  and  early  summer,  and  again  the  fall 
are  in  general  the  most  favorable  times  to  se¬ 
cure  stock  for  planting,  but  to  view  the  flowers 
our  spring  months  are  best,  February  and 
March  for  daffodils,  April  and  May  for  irises. 
Those  coming  from  out  of  town  may  appreciate 
the  final  reminder  that  Redlands  in  rose  and 
orange-blossom  time  is  a  sight  worthy  a  far 
journey  to  see.
